As correctly noted by applicant on page 13, lines 12-13 of paper no. 7, the 
inclusion of claims 7-10 in the rejection under 35 (JSC 112, second paragraph, in paper 
no. 5, was an inadvertent error. Claim 7 does not contain claim language that recites 
the clearing limits as being defects as was claimed in cancelled claim 1 . Accordingly 
claims 7-10 should not have been the subject of a rejection under 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph.
